Excerpt  from  Standing  Orders  relating  to 
Private  Bills. 

100.  (1.)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  what¬ 
soever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice 
clearly  and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and 
object  of  the  application,  and  when  the  appli¬ 
cation  refers  to  any  proposed  work,  indicating 
sufficiently  the  location  of  the  work,  to  be  signed 
by  or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant. 

(2.)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The 
British  Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in 
one  leading  daily  newspaper  freely  circulating 
in  all  parts  of  the  Province.  The  notice  in 
such  newspaper  to  appear  on  Wednesday  of 
each  week. 

(3.)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a 
nature  that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or 
more  electoral  districts,  the  notice  shall  further¬ 
more  be  published  once  a  week  if  possible  in 
some  newspaper  in  every  electoral  district 
affected,  or  if  there  be  no  newspaper  published 
therein,  then  in  a  newspaper  published  in  the 
electoral  district  nearest  thereto.

Order  No.  49. 


Order  establishing  a  Minimum  Wage  in  the  Wood-working  Industry. 

PURSUANT  to  the  provisions  of  the  “  Male  Minimum  Wage  Act,”  being 
chapter  190  of  the  “  Revised  Statutes  of  British  Columbia,  1936,”  the 
Board  of  Industrial  Relations  hereby  orders: 

1.  That  where  used  in  this  Order  the  expression  “  wood-working  in¬ 
dustry  ”  includes  all  operations  in  establishments  operated  for  the  purpose  of 
manufacturing  sash  and  doors,  cabinets,  show-cases,  office  and  store  fixtures, 
wood  furniture,  wood  furnishings,  veneer  products,  and  general  mill-work 
products. 

2.  That  the  minimum  wage  for  every  employee  twenty-one  (21)  years 
of  age  or  over  in  the  wood-working  industry  (not  included  in  any  other  Order 
of  the  Board)  shall- be  not  less  than  the  sum  of  forty  cents  (40c.)  per  hour. 

3.  That  the  minimum  wage  for  every  employee  over  the  age  of  eighteen 
(IS)  and  under  the  age  of  twenty-one  (21)  years  in  the  wood-working  in¬ 
dustry  (not  included  in  any  other  Order  of  the  Board)  shall  be  not  less  than 
the  sum  of  thirty  cents  (30c.)  per  hour. 

4.  That  the  minimum  wage  for  every  employee  under  the  age  of  eighteen 
(IS)  years  in  the  wood-working  industry  (not  included  in  any  other  Order 
of  the  Board)  shall  be  not  less  than  the  sum  of  twenty-five  cents  (25c.)  per 
hour. 

5.  That  on  and  after  November  15th,  1937,  the  total  number  of  male 
employees  receiving  less  than  forty  cents  (40c.)  per  hour,  employed  in  any 
plant  or  establishment  in  the  wood-working  industry,  shall  not  exceed  thirty- 
three  and  one-third  per  centum  (33%%)  of  the  whole  number  of  male 
employees  in  that  plant  or  establishment. 

6.  That  this  Order  shall  not  apply  to  apprentices  who  are  duly  indentured 
pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the  “  Apprenticeship  Act,”  being  chapter  12 
of  the  “  Revised  Statutes  of  British  Columbia,  1936.” 

7.  That  this  Order  become  effective  on  the  16th  day  of  August,  1937,  and 
be  in  substitution  for  Order  No.  35“  of  the  Board  establishing  a  minimum  wage 
in  the  wood-working  industry,  dated  the  23rd  day  of  March,  1936,  which  is 
hereby  rescinded.

Order  establishing  a  Minimum  Wage  in  the  Sawmill  Industry. 

PURSUANT  to  the  provisions  of  the  “  Male  Minimum  Wage  Act,”  being 
chapter  190  of  the  “  Revised  Statutes  of  British  Columbia,  1936,”  the 
Board  of  Industrial  Relations  hereby  orders: 

interpretation.  1.  That  where  used  in  this  Order  the  expression  “  sawmill  industry  ” 

includes  all  operations  in  or  incidental  to  the  carrying-on  of  sawmills  and 
(or)  planing-mills. 

Males  21  years  2.  That  the  minimum  wage  for  every  employee  in  the  sawmill  industry 

or  over.  (not  included  in  any  other  Order  of  the  Board)  shall  be  not  less  than  the  sum 

of  forty  cents  (40c.)  per  hour,  with  the  exceptions  provided  by  sections  3 
and  4  hereof. 


90  per  cent,  of 
employees  to  get  not 
less  than  40c.  per 
hour. 


3.  That,  provided  when  (but  not  until)  an  employer  has  paid  ninety  per 
centum  (90%)  of  his  employees  in  the  sawmill  industry  at  a  rate  or  rates 
not  less  than  the  rate  fixed  by  section  2  hereof,  he  may  then  pay  the  other  or 
others  of  his  employees  (inclusive  of  employees  in  respect  of  whom  a  permit 
has  been  obtained  under  section  6  of  the  Act)  at  a  lesser  rate  or  rates,  but 
in  no  case  shall  such  lesser  rate  or  rates  be  less  than  thirty  cents  (30c.)  per 
hour. 


Males  under  21  years.  4.  That  the  minimum  wage  for  every  employee  under  the  age  of  twenty- 
one  (21)  years  in  the  sawmill  industry  (not  included  in  any  other  Order  of 
the  Board)  shall  be  not  less  than  the  sum  of  thirty  cents  (30c.)  per  hour. 

Apprentices.  5.  That  this  Order  shall  not  apply  to  apprentices  who  are  duly  indentured 

pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the  “  Apprenticeship  Act,”  being  chapter  12  of 
the  “  Revised  Statutes  of  British  Columbia,  1936.” 


Order  effective  6.  That  this  Order  become  effective  on  the  16th  day  of  August,  1937,  and 

August  16th,  1937.  be  jn  substitution  for  Order  No.  36  of  the  Board  establishing  a  minimum  wage 
in  the  sawmill  industry,  dated  the  23rd  day  of  March,  1936,  which  is  hereby 
rescinded.
